World leaders pledge 
to secure all nuclear 
materials by 2014 

Washington 

President Obama announced 
Tuesday that nations participat- 
ing in a summit conference have 
agreed to secure all loose nucle- 
ar materials in four years as part 
of a broad effort to guard against 
the terrifying prospect of nucle- 
ar terrorism. 

“We have seized this opportuni- 
ty, and because of the steps we’ve 
taken ... the American people will 
be safer and the world will be more 
secure,” Obama said at the end of 
the Nuclear Security Summit. 

All of the 47 participating 
nations agreed in the final com- 
munique on “the urgency and 
seriousness of the threat,” Obama 
said. “Today we are declaring that 
nuclear terrorism is one of the most 
challenging threats to internation- 
al security.” 

The final communique began 
circulating even as Russian Presi- 
dent Dmitry Medvedev announced 


that his government would shut 
down its last plutonium facto- 
ry, a significant milestone in the 
world’s efforts to limit the spread 
of material. 

The communique spells out 
12 obligations of the nations in 
attendance, including a promise 
by each of the signatories to main- 
tain effective security of the nuclear 
material in their countries. 


And it commits the nations to 
a specific work plan, also adopt- 
ed Tuesday, that spells out best 
practices, encourages the partici- 
pants to join international efforts 
to restrict the exchange of nucle- 
ar material, and directs nations to 
make new investments in nuclear 
security measures. 

A statement released by the 
United States at the conclusion of 


the summit says the summit has 
helped move the world toward the 
ultimate goal Obama offered in 
Prague a year ago: a world with- 
out nuclear weapons. 

“Our objective is clear: ensure 
that terrorists never gain access to 
plutonium or highly-enriched ura- 
nium — the essential ingredients of 
a nuclear weapon,” the statement

Nurses’ 

28 states are eyeing 
practitioners to close 
gap in primary care 

Chicago 

A nurse could soon be your doc- 
tor. 

With a looming shortage of pri- 
mary care doctors, 28 states are 
considering expanding the author- 
ity of nurse practitioners. These 
nurses with advanced degrees 
want the right to practice without 
a doctor’s watchful eye and to pre- 
scribe narcotics. And if they hold 
a doctorate, they want to be called 
“Doctor.” 

For years, nurse practitioners 
have been playing a bigger role in 
the nation’s health care, especially 
in regions with few doctors. With 
32 million more Americans gain- 
ing health insurance within a few 
years, the health care overhaul is 
putting more money into nurse- 
managed clinics. 

Those newly insured patients 
will be looking for doctors and 
may find nurses instead. 


The medical establishment is 
fighting to protect its turf. The 
American Medical Association says 
a doctor shortage is no reason to 
put nurses in charge and endan- 
ger patients. 

Nurse practitioners argue 
there’s no danger. They say they’re 
highly trained and as skilled as 
doctors at diagnosing illness dur- 
ing office visits. They know when 
to refer the sickest patients to doc- 
tor specialists. 

“We’re constantly having to 


prove ourselves,” said Chicago 
nurse practitioner Amanda Cock- 
rell, 32, who tells patients she’s just 
like a doctor “except for the pay.” 

The American Medical Associa- 
tion argues that the quality of med- 
ical care will drop if nurse practi- 
tioners are given more power. 

“A shortage of one type of pro- 
fessional is not a reason to change 
the standards of medical care,” said 
AMA President-elect Dr. Cecil Wil- 
son. “We need to train more physi- 
cians.”

Boy Scouts 
Are Found 
Negligent in 
Abuse Case 


Portland, Ore. 

Jurors on Tuesday found the Boy 
Scouts of America negligent and 
awarded $1.4 million to a man who 
was abused by an assistant Scout- 
master in the early 1980s, after a 
three-week trial in which secret 
Scout “perversion files” were used 
as evidence. 

The jury also decided the Irving, 
Texas-based Scouts organization 
was liable for punitive damages 
that will be decided in a separate 
phase of the trial. 

The Scouts denied allegations of 
negligence and said the files actu- 
ally helped them keep child molest- 
ers out of their ranks. 

Lawyers for Kerry Lewis, 38, 
the victim who filed the lawsuit, 
argued the Boy Scouts organiza- 
tion was reckless for allowing for- 
mer assistant Scoutmaster Timur 
Dykes to continue to associate with 
the victim’s Scout troop after Dykes 
acknowledged to a bishop for the 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter- 
day Saints early in 1983 that he had 
molested 17 Boy Scouts. 

Dykes was later convicted three 
times of various abuse charges. He 
admitted in a deposition to abus- 
ing Lewis.

Afghan Taliban Target Women 


Female worker’s fatal 
shooting occurs amid 
a rise in harassment 

Kandahar, Afghanistan 

A gunman lying in wait shot and 
killed an 18-year-old woman as she 
left her job at a U.S.-based develop- 
ment company Tuesday, casting a 
spotlight on a stepped-up campaign 
of Taliban intimidation against 
women in this southern city where 
U.S. troops plan a major operation 
in the coming weeks. 

Although there was no claim of 
responsibility and police said the 


motive for the attack was unclear, 
Taliban militants have been par- 
ticularly harsh with women who 
work for foreign organizations or 
attend school. Bands of thugs are 
increasingly harassing women who 
want jobs, education and their own 
style of clothing, women and aid 
workers say. 

In Tuesday’s attack, the gunman 
emerged from a hiding place and 
shot the woman, whose first name 
was Hossai, after she stepped out 
of her office building, said deputy 
police chief Fazle Ahmed Shehzad. 
Hossai died at the hospital, and the 
assailant escaped.

Israeli Citizens 
Urged to Leave 
Sinai Peninsula 

Jerusalem, Israel 

Israel issued an “urgent” warn- 
ing Tuesday to its citizens to leave 
Egypt’s Sinai Peninsula immedi- 
ately, citing “concrete evidence of 
an expected terrorist attempt to 
kidnap Israelis in Sinai.” 

The statement from the Israeli 
prime minister’s anti-terror office 
took the unusual step of calling on 
families of Israelis visiting the Sinai 
to establish contact with them. 

The commander of the anti-ter- 
ror office, Brig. Gen. Nitzan Uriel, 
acknowledged that there had been 
rumors that Israelis have been 
kidnapped in the Sinai. He said 
it would “take some time” to dis- 
prove the rumors, which circulat- 
ed all day Tuesday. 

“It is very possible that at this 
moment, there is a terror cell that 
has the intention and has a plan in 
operation to kidnap an Israeli and 
bring him to Gaza,” he said. 

Palestinian militants in Gaza 
have been holding an Israeli soldier 
captive for more than three years. 

Uriel told a TV station there were 
about 1,200 Israelis in Sinai, (ap) 


Warsaw, Poland 

Thousands of grieving mourners 
tossed flowers on a slow-moving 
hearse and joined an enormous 
viewing line at the presidential 
palace to pay their respects Tues- 
day to Polish President Lech Kac- 
zynski and his wife as their bod- 
ies lay in state. 

Kaczynski and his wife, Maria 
Kaczynska, were among 96 peo- 
ple killed Saturday in a plane crash 
in western Russia. Investigators 


are pointing to human error as 
the cause. 

Mourners knelt, prayed and 
cried before the first couple’s 
coffins in the Columned Hall of 
the palace, where the president 
appointed and dismissed govern- 
ments. The line to get in swelled 
to more than half a mile. 

“We will wait as long as it 
takes,” said Alicja Marszalek, a 
retired telephone operator who was 
waiting with a friend. “We want to 
pay homage to them because they 


were wonderful people. He was a 
modest man, very well educated, 
intelligent and kind.” 

Earlier Tuesday, Kaczynska’s 
body was greeted with tears and 
tulips after being flown home from 
Russia. Officials announced that 
the first couple would be buried 
Sunday after a state funeral at Kra- 
kow’s Wawel Cathedral.

Demjanjuk, 90, is standing trial 
on 27,900 counts of being an acces- 
sory to murder on allegations he 
was a guard at the Sobibor camp 
in occupied Poland.

“I am again and again an inno- 
cent victim of the Germans,” he said 
in a statement. 

He said that as 
a prisoner of war, 
he was used by the 
Nazis as a slave 
laborer. Since his 
extradition from 
the U.S. last May, 
Demjanjuk has 
been in a prison near Munich, 
again “as a German prisoner of

Pakistani Airstrikes Kill Civilians 

At least 68 villagers 
die in weekend raid 
along Afghan border 


Peshawar, Pakistan 

Dilla Baz Khan was pulling a 
woman from the rubble of an air 
raid when Pakistani jets screamed 
back into the valley for a second 
bombing run, killing scores of 
people in a village locals say had 
been supportive of army offen- 
sives against militants along the 
Afghan border. 

Khan and other survivors said 
Tuesday at least 68 villagers were 
killed in the weekend airstrikes, 
sharply contradicting initial army

accounts that the dead were Islamist 
militants. A local administration 
official said $125,000 had been paid 
in compensation to victims. 

The official declined to say how 


many of the dead were civilians but 
said Shafiullah Khan, the top official 
in Khyber, admitted the victims were 
“mostly” innocent villagers. 

Three witnesses interviewed 
Tuesday in a hospital in the main 
northwestern city of Peshawar gave 
the first detailed account of the air 
raids, which took place Saturday in 
the remote village of Sara Walla in 
the Khyber tribal agency. 

Khanan Gul Khan, a Sara Walla 
resident who was visiting a relative 
in the hospital, said the owner of 
the house that was bombed ini- 
tially, Hamid Khan, has two sons 
serving in the paramilitary Frontier 
Corps. “This house was bombed on 
absolutely wrong information,” he

Michelle Obama kicks offher international agenda on a trip to Haiti and Mexico 


Mexico City 

On Tuesday, first lady Michelle 
Obama kicked off a three-day 
trip abroad with a surprise visit 
to Haiti. 

Accompanied by Jill Biden, 
wife of the vice president, Obama 
stopped in Port-au-Prince en route 
to Mexico City, where she is sched- 
uled to launch an international 
campaign encouraging young peo- 
ple to become actively involved in 
their communities. 

The visit to the Haitian capital, 
which was virtually destroyed by a 
magnitude-7.0 earthquake in Janu- 
ary, gave the first lady an opportu- 
nity to extend a caring hand to the 
Haitian people and to draw atten- 
tion to their dire circumstances. 
“It’s powerful,” she said. “The dev- 
astation is definitely powerful.” 

Obama has already visited 
nine countries since moving into 
the White House. But on this trip 
she will be a solo star on the world 
stage. Her journey to Mexico City is 
her first official foreign trip alone 
— without the president and with- 
out her children. 

Obama will be in Mexico City 
for a total of about 40 hours and is 
not expected to travel outside the 
capital. She will speak to young 
people — from primary-school stu- 
dents to recent college graduates

Recent Provocative Trips by First Ladies 


HILLARY CLINTON: As first lady, Hillary Rodham 
Clinton traveled to China for the U.N.’s Fourth World 
Conference on Women in 1995 to deliver a major ad- 
dress. In the weeks leading up to her speech, Clin- 
ton administration officials debated whether it 
waswiseforhertogo,whethersheshould confront 
China on its human rights abuses and how it should 
be done. She ended up delivering her now-famous speech in which she equat- 
ed women’s rights and human rights. “If there is one message that echoes 
forth from this conference,’’ Clinton said, “it is that human rights are women’s 
rights, and women’s rights are human rights once and for all." 


LAURA BUSH: In 2002, when Laura Bush was in 
Prague on her first overseas trip alone, she deliv- 
ered a 13-minute address on Radio Free Europe in 
which she stumped for women’s rights in Afghani- 
stan. “I want you to know that the isolation the 
Taliban regime forced on you is not normal,’’ she 
said. “Before the Taliban, women were elected 
representatives in Afghanistan’s parliament, and women were a vital part 
of Afghanistan’s life. I hope you will be again, because a society can only 
achieve its full potential when all of its members participate." The com- 
ments were broadcast to 28 countries, including Afghanistan. 




— encouraging them to become 
active in their communities and 
to take responsibility for their 
own future. 

First ladies have a long history 
of ruffling feathers on the interna- 
tional stage, venturing into dan- 
gerous territory, or at least speak- 
ing their minds, says Myra Gutin, a 
historian who focuses on the lives 
of presidential spouses. 

Often, though, first ladies 
spend a significant part of their 
time on the road engaged in cul- 
tural affairs. Obama, for instance, 
will tour the Museo Nacional de 
Antropologia (National Museum 
of Anthropology). 

It would be unwise to be dis- 
missive of visits to museums, land- 
marks and such, even though they 
don’t have the drama of, say, fly- 
ing into a war-torn country on a 
plane filled with care packages, 
says Anita McBride, first lady Laura 
Bush’s chief of staff from 2005 to 
2009. “When you visit a cultural 
institution or a performing arts 
event, in the world of diplomacy, 
it matters,” McBride says. “It mat- 
ters in a big way.” 

The American first lady is also 
uniquely influential on the world 
stage. “No other spouse of a head 
of state has a de facto government 
position,” Gutin says. “It’s intention- 
ally fuzzy. As the first lady, you have 
a chance to assert in a quiet way, T 
speak for the government,’ or to say, 
T don’t speak for the government.’ 
You can have it both ways.” 

As a result, the first lady can 
serve as the most humane face of 
an administration. “It gives you 
the freedom to be a representative 
of the country in the most positive 
way,” McBride says. “Our country 
looks to the first lady to be a good- 
will ambassador.”

DCPS Budget Reversal 


Chancellor Rhee says 
deficit that prompted 
firings now a surplus 

Washington 

Chancellor Michelle A. Rhee, who 
laid off 266 teachers in October 
to help close what she said was a 
$43 million budget gap, told the 
D.C. Council on Monday that rais- 
es for educators under a proposed 
labor contract would be paid for 
in part by a $34 million surplus 
in that same budget. 

Council members expressed 
astonishment at Rhee’s disclo- 
sure, which came during a morn- 
ing meeting to discuss the ten- 
tative contract settlement with 
the Washington Teachers’ Union 
announced last week. It is like- 
ly to revive charges among some 
council and union members that 
Rhee manipulated last year’s bud- 
get process to execute the layoffs,

and could well complicate delibera- 
tions over the proposed labor deal. 
The pact must be ratified by both 
the union and the council. 

“This just gets curiouser and 
curiouser,” said council member 
Jim Graham, D-Ward 1. 

Council Chairman Vincent C. 
Gray said it appeared that the lay- 
offs — which triggered weeks of 
stormy public hearings, students 
protests, teacher rallies and a 
union lawsuit — might have been 


unnecessary. He also said the coun- 
cil should have been apprised of 
the surplus, which Rhee said she 
learned about in January — about 
two months after the terminated 
teachers were dropped from the 
District payroll. 

Gray, who is challenging Rhee’s 
boss, Mayor Adrian M. Fent,y in 
the September mayoral primary, 
said if he were a laid-off teacher, 
he’d be livid. “I’d be about ready 
to put my hands around some- 
body’s throat,” he said. “People 
lost their jobs under a budget def- 
icit that didn’t exist. That’s what I 
heard today.” 

Rhee said that based on data she 
received from Noah Wepman, then 
the school system’s chief financial 
officer, the budget gap was legit- 
imate and that she had no choice 
but to address it. She added that the 
District’s contention was upheld 
by a judge in the union’s lawsuit

Here’s a quiz: Who is Alonzo 
Gee? 

(A) A member of the pending 
Wizards ownership group. 

(B) A swingman who played 
11 games for Washington this 
season. 

(C) A Bud Light vendor on the 
400 level at Verizon Center. 

Gee, if you’ve been paying atten- 
tion, was one of the many 10 -day 
contract players Washington cycled 
through this season. But, unfor- 
tunately for Washington, he per- 
formed so well that he was signed 


away by San Antonio, which offered 
him a partially guaranteed con- 
tract through next season. 

That’s right: Even when the Wiz- 
ards found a diamond in the rough 
during this abysmal season, they 
weren’t able to hang onto it. It’s 
enough to make fans want to imbibe 
a lot more than a Bud Light. 

Washington (25-56) mercifully 
ends its season Wednesday, the sec- 
ond consecutive campaign in which 
they’ll miss the playoffs. But unlike 
last year, there’s little to be optimistic 
about for the immediate future. 

“[W]ho knows if this team will 
be the same [next season]?” Wizards 
forward Andray Blatche said. 

That’s unlikely. 

None of the former “Big Three” 
will be on the court when the Wiz- 
ards take on the Pacers. Gilbert Are- 
nas is serving a short stay in a half- 


way house for a much-publicized gun 
prank gone wrong, while Antawn 
Jamison and Caron Butler were both 
traded after the team lost hope. 

What’s left? A bunch of per- 
sonnel deemed to be role players 


at best when the regular season 
started. Blatche has made signif- 
icant progress, leading what’s left 
of the active roster in both scoring 
(14 ppg) and rebounding (6.3 ppg). 
But he’s also had clashes with Saun- 


ders, which has raised some spec- 
ulation about the forwards future 
with the club. 

“For [Blatche], it’s still a pro- 
cess,” Saunders said. “He’s still 
got to cut down on turnovers; he 
still has to work more defensive- 
ly. He’s got that ability; for him, 
there’s always a challenge.” 

But the questions hardly end 
at whether Blatche can be an 
impact player when the Wizards 
are eventually good again. First, 
they could use a good draw in the 
NBA lottery. Next, they’ll look to 
use some of their salary cap space 
to chase a top-line free agent. And 
all of that will play out while Ted 
Leonsis tries to finalize a deal to 
become the majority owner of the 
team and then tries to figure out 
whether he wants to keep Arenas 
as one of the franchise’s showpiece

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Dunn Stays Patient Amid Slump 



Nats slugger taking

The Nationals 

History suggests not to worry about 
Adam Dunn. Look at his home run 
totals from the past six years — 46, 
40 , 40 , 40 , 40 , 38. Each of those sea- 
sons, his final on-base plus slugging 
percentage (OPS) landed somewhere 
between .855 and .956. In an unpre- 
dictable sport, Dunn maybe as close 
to a sure thing as exists. 

Heck, the present suggests not 
to worry about him. He’s walked 10 
times in the Washington Nation- 
als’ first seven games, most in the 
majors after Monday, and he has 
a .448 on-base percentage. He has 
reached base every game. Dunn is 
not making many outs, which is the 
most important thing an offensive 


player can do. 

You already know there is a “but” 
coming. Dunn has started the sea- 
son 2 for 18, both hits singles. With 
the clean-up hitter cold, most of the 


Nationals have followed. Only three 
hitters — Josh Willingham, Ivan 
Rodriguez and Cristian Guzman 
— have batted better than .211 so 
far. The Nationals have hit .219 as 


a team and scored 3.71 runs per 
game, 25th in the majors. 

The necessary disclaimer is that 
one measly week ofbaseball stats is a 
sample size to be scoffed at, not stud- 
ied. If Dunn goes 2 for 4 Wednesday, 
his average will jump 71 points. 

Typical of his personality, Dunn 
has shown little concern about his 
slow start. “I’m just not putting the 
balls in play or getting hits on pitch- 
ers that I normally do,” Dunn said. 
“The good thing is, I do feel good. So 
I know it’s going to change.” 

The best sign for Dunn is his 
bundle of walks. If he were swing- 
ing early in the count trying to get 
hits, Dunn said, it would be a sign he 
had abandoned his approach. That 
he has not sets him at ease. “I would 
be panicking a little bit if I wasn’t 
seeing the ball as good as I am,” 
Dunn said. “I’m not worried about 
that part. That part will be there.”

STILL DEPRESSED? 


Adult Major Depression Research Study: Novel Medication 

If you (or someone you know) have been diagnosed with major depression, you may be 
able to participate in a National Institute of Mental Health research study investigating a 
novel medication. This treatment study is studying if a research medication can produce a 
rapid reduction of depressive symptoms in patients with treatment-resistant major 
depressive disorder. 

This 7-week inpatient study is conducted at the NIH Clinical Center in Bethesda, Maryland, 
and compares the medication to a placebo (inactive salt solution). After completion of the 
study the participant will receive short-term treatment to transition back to the community. 
In addition, all research participation is without cost. 

Those eligible to participate must: 

• Be ages 18-65 

• Have been diagnosed with major depression 

• Have taken two antidepressants that did not help

Book Review 

Oprah Winfrey may be one of the 
richest, most powerful people in the 
world, with approximately $2.4 bil- 
lion and the highest-rated daytime 
talk show on television, but celebri- 
ty biographer Kitty Kelley says she 
^ has one thing Win- 
frey doesn’t — the 

Oprahl ^entity of Win-

And she’s not

Kelley wouldn’t talk to 

' — J Kelley for “Oprah,” 
Kelley’s way-unauthorized biogra- 
phy, and neither would Winfrey’s 
mother, Vernita Lee; her perpetu- 
al fiance, Stedman Graham; or her 
best friend, Gayle King. 

For the past 15 years, Winfrey has 
required virtually everyone around 
her to sign confidentiality agreements. 
But Kelley managed to talk to Vernon 
Winfrey, the man who raised Oprah 
Winfrey, though he knew he wasn’t 
her biological father, and Katharine 
Carr Esters, a cousin Oprah Winfrey 
calls “Aunt Katharine.” 

And just to prove it, the first 
two pictures in the book’s photo 
insert show not the Queen of All 
Media, but Vernon Winfrey whis- 
pering in Kelley’s ear and Esters 
with her arm around Kelley. 

We hope Kelley’s having fun nee- 
dling her subject, because it certain- 
ly doesn’t do the reader any good to 
learn in a footnote that “on July 30, 
2007, Mrs. Esters told the author 
the name and family background of 
Oprah Winfrey’s real father on the 


condition that the information not 
be published until Vernita Lee tells 
her daughter the entire story.” 

And is Kelley any help in answer- 
ing the question many people have 
about Winfrey: Is she gay?

James van Sweden, a landscape 
architect who designed the grounds 
for Oprah Winfrey’s Indiana farm, 
says, “I spent days in her bedroom 
designing plans from every win- 
dow, so I knew every inch of that 
room, which is why I can tell you 
that there were no men’s clothes in 
any of Oprah’s closets and no trace 
of Stedman anywhere.” 

“She talked about Gayle far 
more than she ever did Stedman,” 
van Sweden continues, “but I don’t 


think that she and Gayle are a les- 
bian couple. They’re just very good 
friends.” So, there you have it. 

Anyone who cares about Win- 
frey already knows she was sexual- 
ly abused as a child, gave birth at 15 
to a premature baby who died soon 
after, used cocaine in her 20s and 
struggles with her weight. She’s 
always been ambitious and want- 
ed to have a lot of money. Now that 
she’s rich, she loves to throw her 
cash around. She’s revealed all this 
on her show or in her magazine. 

There are some good tidbits. 
Winfrey learned from former pres- 
ident Bill Clinton to write one-page 
letters, so their recipients could 
frame them, according to Kelley. 

There are lists of every book 
chosen for Oprah’s Book Club, lists 
of sensational show topics, and a 
David Letterman bit, “Top Ten 
Articles From Oprah’s New Mag- 
azine,” including “No. 4: My Love 
Affair With Oprah, by Oprah.” And 
unless you’re having a love affair 
with her, the book is a long slog.

Odd Left Turn 


MGMT’s new album 
goes in a strange 
musical direction 

CD Review 

MGMT is the kind of band that 
inspires strong opinions from 
music fans. To many younger lis- 
teners, it’s a group of fun-loving, 
neo-psychedelic whiz kids with 
great party songs. For the grouch- 
ier types, MGMT represent a frus- 
trating case of style over substance, 
a group whose ideas don’t often 
match up with the hype surround- 
ing the band and its flashy, quasi- 
mystical aesthetic. 

Congratulations 

MGMT 

With 2007’s “Oracular Spec- 
tacular,” MGMT was able to hook 
listeners with three very good sin- 
gles, “Kids,” “Time to Pretend” and 
“Electric Feel.” Simple electro-pop 
songs with a psychedelic bent, they 
were buoyant and hopeful, easy to 
love and incredibly catchy. 

But despite those standout sin- 
gles, the rest of “Oracular Spectac- 
ular” wasn’t particularly strong 
— and neither is its follow-up, “Con- 
gratulations.” Noticeably devoid of 
hooks, the album’s a curious stylis- 
tic left turn that doesn’t often play

to the band’s strengths. 

Rather than playing up MGMT’s 
pop side, “Congratulations” high- 
lights the band’s more experimen- 
tal tendencies. MGMT has always 
been a psychedelic-pop act at its 
core, but here the band tries to 
swirl too many disparate elements 
into its songs and wind up with a 
jumble of ideas and no clear direc- 
tion. There are traces of prog-rock, 
glam and dance music, but it seems 
like the band wants to highlight all 
these sounds at once — and MGMT 
does so at the expense of natural 
rhythm and melody. 

“Congratulations” is far from an 
objectionable record — it’s pleas- 
ant to have on and even delightful- 
ly kooky at times. But it’s a strange 
turn for MGMT, and it will be 
interesting to see how its fanbase 
and the wider public takes to the 
record, joe colly

First brought to Berlin by Turk- 
ish immigrants in the 1970s, the 
grilled meat snack that comes in 
pita bread with shredded lettuce, 
tomatoes, onions and different 
dressings, is now being sold every- 
where in Germany from the Baltic 
Sea to the Bavarian Alps. 

Students and late-night revelers 
like it as much as construction work- 
ers and foreign backpackers do. 

“We assume that doner kebab is 
the Germans’ favorite fast food by 
now,” said Yunus Ulusoy, an expert 
from the Center for the Study of 
Turkey in Essen, who has done 
extensive research on how the eth- 
nic specialty conquered Germany’s 
culinary mainstream. 

The secret behind the doner’s 
success story is not only its satis- 
fying grilled taste, Ulusoy said, but

also its affordability — a regular 
doner in a pita costs only between 
2.50 euros and 5 euros. 

The veal and chicken sandwich- 
es are more popular than pizza, 
hamburgers, French fries and even 
classic German sausages, according 
to a poll by German Men’s Health 
magazine from 2008. 

The word doner comes from the 


Turkish verb donmek, or to turn, 
because it is grilled on a spit and 
cut off in razor-thin slices. 

In Turkey, the dish was origi- 
nally made of lamb and sold only 
on a plate. According to the legend, 
it was Mahmut Aygun, a Turkish 
guest worker, who invented the 
first doner sandwich in 1971, when 
he sold the meat in a piece of pita 
bread with yogurt dressing at City- 
Imbiss stand near West Berlin’s 
main Zoo train station. 

Since then, the snack has been 
exported worldwide, and even coun- 
tries as far away as Vietnam now sell 
doner pita as “typical German stu- 
dents’ food.” KIRSTEN GRIESHABER (AP)

Daisy Martinez 
proves Latino food 
goes beyond tacos

Peruvian fusion ceviche, Brazil- 
ian cocktail mania and a national 
obsession with the taco prove that 
Latino cuisine has planted a firm 
flag in the U.S. food landscape. 
One of the way-south-of-the-border 
style’s most ardent ambassadors is 
Daisy Martinez. The chef and cook- 
book author translates Latin dish- 
es from Argentine empanadas to 
Mexican flan on her Food Net- 
work show, “Viva Daisy!” Now the 
vivacious Brooklynite with Puer- 
to Rican roots reveals more of her 
cucina secrets in “Daisy: Morning, 
Noon and Night” ($30, Atria Books). 

Are there any Latin American 
cuisines that are underrated? 

In the U.S., we aren’t eating real 
Mexican food. I think people need 
to discover that regional Mexican 
cuisine is about chiles, seafood and 
grains. And then right on its heels is 
Peruvian food, which we’re rocking 
in this country with ceviche, which 
I like to call Latino sushi. 

You travel to Latin America often. 
Does it improve your cooking? 

Travel is inspiring. You come home, 
invariably, and want to make some- 
thing you’ve had on your trip. 

How do I get started cooking 
Latino food? 

Start with the basics, not tamales. 
Do a chimichurri sauce, which is 
easy, and use that to dress a skirt 
steak. That’ll make you feel embold- 
ened enough to try a cilantro pesto 
for a nice piece of grilled fish. 

What are the staples of the Latin 
kitchen, and what can I do with them? 

Rice, dried beans — and you should 
have at least four bags of sofrito [a 
garlic-cilantro spice blend] in your 
freezer at any one time.

AVOCADO STUFFED 
WITH CRAB-MANGO 
SALAD 

Ingredients 

1 lime 

2 TBSP olive oil 

2 TBSP chopped fresh cilantro 
1/2 mango, peeled and diced into 
1/4-inch pieces (about 1 cup) 

1/3 CUP diced (1/4-inch) red bell pep- 
per 

1/3 CUP diced (1/4-inch) red onion 
1/2 jalapeno, diced into small pieces 
(about 2 tbsp) 

1 LB. jumbo lump crab meat, picked 
over for shells and cartilage 

3 Hass avocados 

Kosher or fine sea salt and freshly 
ground pepper 

Serves Six 

Finely grate the zest of the lime; set 
aside. Halve the lime and squeeze the 
juice from one half into a bowl. Add 
the olive oil, cilantro and lime zest 
and whisk well. Add the mango, bell 
pepper, onion and jalapeno, and toss 
to coat. Stir in the crab meat gently, to 
keep it from breaking up.
